OUISVILLE, KY., April 5.— 
Judge Ben G. Williams of the 
Franklin Circuit Court, at Frank- 
fort, Ky., today held that the ca- 
pacity for motor trucks as set by 
the manufacturers was standard. 
This is an important victory for 
the Kentucky Motor Truck Club 
of Louisville, and truck owners of 
the state generally. 

The decision was rendered in the 
suit of the Safety Transfer and 
Storage Company and Henry Bickel 
Company, Louisville, against the 
State Tax Commission to contest 
the rights of the State Tax Com- 
mission to arbitrarily set capacities 
at above manufacturers’ capacities 
and place the license taxes on the 
higher ratings, which in the case 
of the eight-ton truck had been in- 
creased to twelve, all capacities 
having been increased from 11% tons 
up, On the claim that trucks were 
built to carry overloads, and were 
generally overloaded. 

The suit was filed on January 10 
by Leon P. Lewis, attorney, of Louts- 
ville.

At the rear of the service recep- 
tion department is a second ramp 
running under the first, dropping to 
the floor below—a special feature of 
the new building, in that it runs the 
entire length of the structure, over 
200 feet, and having a capacity for 
more than 100 cars.

Suggests Possibilities of 


Atomic Hydrogen Welding 


Schenectady, N. Y., 
Peter P. Alexander of the General 


April 5.— 
Electric Company suggests some 
interesting things that can be ac- 
complished by this new method of 
welding. 

The apparatus used is very simple 
consisting of two tungsten electrodes 
and an electric arc, established be- 
tween them, and everything is 
shielded by a frame of hydrogen 
The torch used for welding sim- 
plicity itself—support to hold the 
electrodes and two tubes directing 
a hydrogen flame around the clec- 
trodes. All energy supplied to the 
weld is from an electrical circuit 
The gas serves only to shield the 
electrodes, to protect the metal from 
oxidization and to increase the effi- 
ciency of the arc. 

If the are of the same current 
and length be maintained in an 
atmosphere of nitrogen, .the poten- 
tial drop along the arc core will 
be about ten volts per centimeter. 
When we replace nitrogen with 
hydrogen, the potential drop will 
be increased fifteen times, so that 
by blowing hydrogen toward this 
arc the efficiency is increased. In 
this way it was possible, for the 
first time, to use the indirect arc 
in a very efficient way. 

There are several 
using the indirect are for weld- 
ing, but they are inefficient. It 
is only when air was replaced by 
hydrogen that the efficiency of 
the process of indirect arc welding 
was increased to such a degree 
that now it is a very successful 
process. 

All the energy is coming from the 
electrical circuit, so it is essentially 
an electrical process of welding, and 
yet it possesses all the character- 
istics of a gas-welding process. This 
process is adaptable to the welding 
of thin materials. 

Another field of its application is 
welding of special alloys and low 
melting-point alloys. The use of 
special alloys is increasing every 
day. 

Since, in the atomic hydrogen pro- 
cess, the electrodes are non-consum- 
ing, we can add the material to the 
welded plate from a special welding 
rod of any desired composition. If 
you attempt to do so with direct 
arc, you will find that if the elec-

The importance of aluminum 
and other light alloys is increas- 
ing. It is almost impossible to 
weld these alloys with the direct 
electric arc. However, they can 
be welded with gas. On account 
of very low melting point of these 
alloys when are is_ established 
between the electrode and the 
plate, much of the metal is vapor- 
ized, but, with indirect arc, the 
temperature may be easily kept 
within the desired limits. 
Hydrogen protects the alloy from 
oxidization. The greatest obstacle 
for welding aluminum the for- 
mation of aluminum oxide, which 
prevents the metal from running 
together With atomic hydrogen 
welding, it is possible to weld alum- 
inum under certain conditions with- 
out this danger of formation of 
aluminum oxide, and it is even 
possible to reduce the aluminum 
oxide already formed to its metal- 
lic state. Still, it is not practical 
at the present time to use the 
atomic hydrogen welding process 
for welding thin aluminum sheets.

OVERHEAD EXHAUST 


SHOW NEW STEAM COACH 
TO DETROIT OFFICIALS: 


Special from A. D. N. Detroit Bureag | 

Detroit, April 5.—A new “electro- | 
steam coach” has just been dem- 
onstrated to a group of automotive 
experts and officials of the street 
railway division by representatives 
of the Automotive Syndicate, Ltd., 
of Detroit and Indianapolis. 

The new coach, in a test run that ' 
covered a large section of Detroit, 
verified the claims of the maker to 
show high speed and acceleration 
from a standstill to twenty-five 
miles an hour in 7 seconds. It com- 
pleted the demonstration by run- 
ning up a steep grade. 

The bus is a street car type and 
seats forty passengers. The propul- 
sive power is steam developed by a 
new type of steam generator located 
at the rear of the bus. The steam 
so generated is taken to the steam 
engine located under the floor of, 
the coach. 

The engine drives two worm gear 
axles through drive shaft and uni- 
versal joints, the clutches and trans- 
missions being eliminated. The 
steam engine also drives an electric 
generator for ignition, lights, etc., 
and the air compressor for operating 
the brakes and doors.

Brake Linings 


Molded brake lining is now be- 
ing fitted at the factory on a num- 
ber of makes of large-production 
cars and the indications are that 
a well adjusted set of brakes with 
such lining will give a normal 
service of between 20,000 and 30,000 
miles, according to statements 
made in a paper on the subject 
published in the March issue of 
the s. A. E. Journal. There are 
records of many cases, even on 
factory test cars, in which 50,000 
miles has been obtained and the 
lining was only about half worn 
out, according to R. H. Soulis of 
the Johns-Manville Corporation. 

A large number of cars equipped 
with molded brake lining are on the 
road, and the records indicate that 
the wear is generally more satis- 
factory than it was with most woven 
linings, although the speaker paid 
tribute to the excellent wearing 
qualities of certain types of folded 
and compressed lining.

When a car that travels at high

effectiveness often is found to be 
diminishing during the last part 
of the deceleration, because the 
brake drum is expanding.

Later the months when 
demand slackens somewhat, when factories must busy 
themselves with preparations for producing the new 
models for 1930 and when a general reduction in output 
may be expected. 

Most of the leaders of the industry agree that the 
production for 1929 will run around 5,500,000 vehicle units. 
This allows for a slackening of production later on in the 
year. If the figure is reached, it will be a new record and 
one that will “take a lot of beating,” 
phrase has it.

With the older model of Ford 
car, Stonehouse Motors had a pol- 
icy of keeping a car in repair for 
7 cents a day for one year. While 
this scheme is no longer in force 
since the new models appeared on 
the market, it was realized by the 
management that it had resulted 
in the firm being kept in touch 
with customers who had bought 
cars, and, consequently, as soon as 
the 7-cents-a-day scheme was 
dropped an alemite oiling and 
greasing contract plan was care- 
fully worked out. 

The details of this plan are sim- 
ple, while the advantages are nu- 
merous.

Some idea of the 
popularity of this scheme is wit- 
nessed by the fact that well over 
90 per cent. of person buying new

first two and one-half months of the year is realized, 1929 should prove 
to be one of the best, if not actually the best, in the corporation’s history. 

The company reported the shipment of 1.319 cars in February, this 
being 80 per cent. better than any previous February in the history ot 
the company. The total shipments for the first two months of the year 
amounted to 2.590. exceeding any other corresponding period. Orders on 
hand at the beginning of March were said to be the heaviest in four 
years.. With the company now in 2 good position to make these heavier 
shipments count for profits, 1929 should take the company well out ol 
the deficit column. Deliveries started March 1 on the new 8-125, and 
this model promises to be popular. Present output is reported at seventy 
cars per day, a record for the company. 

An encouraging feature is the signing up of about 120 new dealers 
since the first of the year. Of this number sixty-seven were obtained at 
the Chicago Automobile Show, where the company had its 1929 line of 
cars on display. A new direct factory branch for southern California 
was opened in Los Angeles last November. 

This will be the first full year in which the company has operated 
under the direction of the new president, L. R. German, who was 
elected last year after a committee of stockholders had been formed 
for protective purposes, and new interests were reported to have 
entered the company. Mr. German had been general manager. 

The company last year profited by a net credit of about $440,000 as 
the result of an exchange of property adjoining the Cleveland plant with 
the Van Sweringens, incident to widening the rapid transit right-of-way 
of the Van Sweringen railway interests. 

The Peerless Motor Car Corporation was originally organized as the | 
Peerless Truck and Motor Corporation, a holding company. under the | 
laws of Virginia, in 1915, for the purpose of acquiring the stock of the 
Peerless Motor Car Company of Cleveland and the General Vehicle Com- 
pany of Long Island City, N. Y. The latter company was dissolved 
in 1919, and the name Peerless Truck and Motor Corporation was | 
changed in 1925 to the present title, and in this year it acquired all the 
assets of the Peerless Motor Car Company and became the operating 
company. 

The production of the company is limited to six and eight cylinder | 
passenger cars, the making of trucks having been discintinued in 1925. | 
It makes its own bodies and all the principal units. It has two manu- 
facturing plants at Cleveland, and factory branches in Baltimore, Cleve- 
land, Chicago, Detroit, Kansas City, Washington, D. C., and Los Angeles, 
and an export department in New York city. Factory branches at Bos- 
ton and Philadelphia several years ago were sold for cash. The factory 
pranches are operated independently from the manutacturing company | 
by a subsidiary, known as the Peerless Motor Corporation. 

Capital stock consists of 400,000 shares of $50 par common stock, 
all one class, with 285,589 shares outstanding. This outstanding stock 

*is represented by $6,927,560 net proceeds therefor. The stock was 
issued as follows: 200,000 shares in 1915, at time of organization; 
38,589 shares in the same year for conversion of notes, and 30,000 
shares issued to Edward Ver Linden in 1926, then general manager. 

Dividends have been paid as follows: 1920, $4.50; 1921, $2.75; 1922, $3; 
1923, $4; 1924, $1. None since. Book value of the stock, based on the 
balance sheet for September 30, 1928, the last available, was $30.23, com- 
pared with $35.35 on December 31, 1927. 

The stock is listed on the New York and Cleveland Stock Exchanges. 
It sold in 1928 at a high of 25%. and a low of 1413. The 1929 high is 
2214, and the low 171, the current price being around 19. The stock
